ing o pinio ns fro m three justices, and J o seph 
Bradley is o ne o f the ablest patent lawyers 
in the land, it wo uld seem mo re than the 
ho pe o f a mere sanguine mind that o ne o f the 
fo ur affirmative justices, if no t mo re, co uld 
be co nvinced o f the invalidity o f the Bell 
patent when the new testimo ny is adduced. 
The go vernment evidence is multitudino us, 
and supplies the very missing links which 
Chief J ustice Waite's o pinio n lays stress 
upo n. 
The go vernment co unsel will no t give 
away their evidence, but it is no t the evi­ 
dence in these cases. 
It is fresh and furnishes 
the lacking jo ints. 
The go vernment suit is 
no w pending in the supreme co urt, the Bo s­ 
to n co urt having sustained a demurrer to the 
jurisdictio n. 
A mo tio n was made two weeks 
after it was appealed here to advance the 
case. 
Tho ugh such mo tio ns have hereto fo re 
been pro mptly granted, no actio n has been 
taken by the co urt o n this o ne.
